Elistments Close 

December 15th. is the last date 
that voluntary enlistments in the 
Army Air Corps Enlisted Reserves 
may be made. For this reason, the 
Junior College will hold only one 
regular screening test for applic¬ 
ants who wish to become students 
beginning January 15. 1943. 

Able bf>dicd men of sound mind, 
and with at least high school 
education, between the ages of 18 
and 37, are eligible. Those between 
18 and 27 must be disqualified by 
the aviation cadet examining 
board to be eligible for service 
pilot training. 

However, due to limited time, 
those between 18 and 27 may take 
the screening test Saturday, 7 p. 
m . along with the older applic¬ 
ants. and then proceed immediate¬ 
ly to Memphis or Nashville to be 
examined by the aviator cadet 
examining board. All applicants 
from 18 to 37 must have photo¬ 
static copies of birth certificates 
and the latest draft board release, 
properly signed.

ticipation. The ground Instruction 
program and physical fitness 
training require the part time 
services of several members of the 
faculty.

of signing up in the Enlisted Re¬ 
serve of some branch of the serv¬ 
ice. Many heeded this advice and 
enlisted. In the meantime. Mr. 
Meek, executive officer, was ap¬ 
pointed by the joint Army and 
Navy Personnel Board as special 
representative at the Junior Col¬ 
lege. 

Physical fitness, a sound body 
as well as a sound mind, is need¬ 
ed in this crisis, and in our phy¬ 
sical education classes this train¬ 
ing is being gven. The instructors 
have been directed to bring more 
quickly the young men and wo¬ 
men into total physical condition. 
Such things as military drill, cross 
country, obstacle running for com¬ 
bat games and exercise for all 
parts of the body have been in¬ 
augurated to develop the endur¬ 
ance and skill. The classes are 
taught now more as a group than 
stressing the individual, as in 
former times. 

In the home economics depart¬ 
ment nutrition, home manage- 
ent, and nursing are stressed To 
have a sound body it takes the 
proper food; hence, the girls learn 
f^bout vitamins, calories, and body 
building foods, the factors neces¬ 
sary to a robust soldier and 
sailor. Home nursing will teach 
the girls bow tp meat emergencies 
of aU kinds and eyery home eepn- 
omics teacher Ls required to have 
a certificate in home nursing

There are ten boys in training 
now.

To these girls is given the future 
duty of making homes that will 
bear out the American standard 
of love, protection and proper

Miss Watkins. Instructor of 
physical education for women, has 
taken on an additional duty as 
instructor for the Red Cross 
course. To obtain a certificate in 
the standard c^iras, twenty pours 
are the minimum number required. 
This class meets twice weekly, 
working off two hours per meet¬ 
ing. and those enrolled mu*t pass 
the practical and written tests in 
order to obtain the cerificate. In 
the preliminary meeting, seventy 
one students enrolled, but the 
number is roughly now about 
thirty. In the winter quarter. an 
advanced course will be offered, 
following the same schedule. It 
is easy to all tpe vaiqe ,of .this 
cause to a nation involved in a 
world-wide war. If, opr : boys ape 
willing to risk their ^ivqfkfon.pur 
freedom, the least we can do is 
back them up by protecting the 
homes. 

As in the home economic* .de¬ 
partment, the agricultural depart¬ 
ment must be responsible for the 
welfare of the people, for here it 
is that boys will learn of the 
proper production of foods on the 
farm. Those at home, those on the 
front and even our allies will have 
to be fed from, our own fields. The 
mass production of the proper 
food will play the greatest part 
in keeping up the health and mor¬ 
ale of the entire population. 

This year, more than ever, mucn 
time Is set aside for the students 
to prosecute study and other war 
interests. A number of the clubs 
and organizations have been con¬ 
solidated for this reason. 

The Junior College has been 
getting war information films from 
the state depository at Big U. T. 
and is carrying out a vital pro¬ 
gram of audio-visual education. 
The college has also conducted 
four regional schools under civil¬ 
ian defense for the Northwest Ten¬ 
nessee area, training city and com¬ 
munity leaders in defense. 

Havwg taken in the campus 
' from building to building, class 
to class, we can almost hear the 
hum of war activity. We have 
found that the faculty and stu¬ 
dents. alike, are wide-eyed and 
keyed to meet whatever may come. 
Especially is this so m the lib-
